FIRST ROUND—Willard loomed up like a Goliath against 


his five-inch shorter David and opened the engagement by pump- 
ing his long left twice into Dempsey's face with force enough to 
make the latter blink. The challenger missed a swing and slip- 
ping into a clinch landed three body blows with his free left hand, 
carrying but little force. Willard had him easily in ,a clinch and 
partly turning him around used his rapier-like left again, once to 
the heud and once to the body after the break. 


Then Dempsey, as if he had got the range, opened his heavy 


artillery and swung u jarring left to the jaw, followed by a right 
and left to the body. The almost 
punches was immediately apparent.

heels his whole body quivered. He pulled himself togther and 
•8 Dempaey crowded in again, shot a left to the mouth and re- 
peated to the eye. The blows did not even cause his youthful 
opponent to hesitate and dodging past the outstretched left as it 
•napped for the third time, he whipped over a right and left almost 
simultaneously, the blows landing on Wiliard's jaw and for the 
nr»t time in his championship career Willard was dropped to the 
Moor. He wan up again at the count of six, only to be sent to the 
canvas with another right as he rose slowly to his feet, the blood 
beginning to pour from his mouth. 


He turned away from his oponent who struck again twice 


with his right, Willard falling on his hands and knees. When 
he arose Demsey crowded him into a corner, and with a right 
and left to the face sent him to the floor again. As he arose a 
fusillade of body blows dropped him in a corner, where he sat 
when the bell terminated the round and led Dempsey to believe 
that Willard had been counted out. 


SECOND ROUND—Dempsey started where he left off and 


Willard with a big cut under his eye appeared tg be in a bad way. 
He managed to swap a left to Dempsey's face and a puny right 
uppercut to the chin. Dempsey replied with several body drives 
»md Willard fell partly through the ropes. When he regained his 
feet he stumbled into a clinch, but Dempsey easily tore loose and 
proceeded to batter him almost at will, the champion retaliating 
with but three feeble stabs to the face during the melee. When 
Willard went to his corner he fell heavily into His chair and it was 
seen that his right eye was completely closed and that side of his 
face was swollen entirely out of shape while Dempsey was un- 
marked. 


THIRD ROUND—The final round was simply a series of 


rapid-fire swings, which fell on Wiliard's face and body with pile- 
driving power which left Willard completely helpless as he stag- 
gered about the ring and wobbled along the ropes utterly unable 
to defend himself. Blood bubbled from his mouth with every 
gasp of breath while the crowd about the ringside began to yell 
to Referee Pecord to atop it. Just as the bell rang and Willard 
collated in his chair he spat out a tooth and it was seen that he 
waa in bad condition. 


As he sat lolling from side to side his chief second, Walter 


Monahan. talked earnestly to him and when Willard nodded his 
head Monahan walked over and spoke to Pecord. The 
referee 


threw up his hands and hurried to Demsey's corner. 
He gesticu- 


lated in the uproar and finally pulled Dempsey toward the cen- 
ter of the ring before the new champion ralized that Wiliard's 
seconds had thrown up the sponge. As soon as he grasped th& 
dituation he started for Wiliard's corner and the late title holder 


and stepped weakly to meet him. They shook hands and 


muttered something in reply to Demsey's remarks and 


the fight had passed into history.

first number of its official magazine, 


"The 
American Legion Weekly". One 


of the features of this number will 
be a cablegram from General John J. 
Fershing from France, in which lie 
predicts for the Legion a most useful 
future of tremendous value in foster- 
ing the ideals and purposes for which 
the American armies fought. 


General Penning says in his mess- 


age: 


"It gives me much pleasure to ex- 


tend to the American 
Legion my 


hearty good wishes for success on* the 
occasion of the first issue of the offic- 
ial paper of the society of veterans 
of the great war. The Legion is des- 
tined to be of tremendous value 
fostering the ideals and purposes for 
which we fought and in 
among our people the lessons learned 
in the war." 


''The American Legion Weekly as 


the mc'dinm of communication thru- 
out the country, .will-more closely 
unite the already strong bonds ot 
comradeship among the members, 
predict a most useful future for the 
Legion and the loyal support of all 
for the new Weekly." 


The Legion's magazine will have an 


initial circulation of 100,000 copies. 
Reports from state branches indicate, 
however, that .the organization of lo- 
'cal' Posts by national service 
throughout the entire country is pro- 
gressing so rapidly that half a million 
copies -will be required within a few 
weeks.

simultaneously, the blows landing on Wiliard's jaw and for the 
nr»t time in his championship career Willard was dropped to the 
Moor. He wan up again at the count of six, only to be sent to the 
canvas with another right as he rose slowly to his feet, the blood 
beginning to pour from his mouth. 


He turned away from his oponent who struck again twice 


with his right, Willard falling on his hands and knees. When 
he arose Demsey crowded him into a corner, and with a right 
and left to the face sent him to the floor again. As he arose a 
fusillade of body blows dropped him in a corner, where he sat 
when the bell terminated the round and led Dempsey to believe 
that Willard had been counted out. 


SECOND ROUND—Dempsey started where he left off and 


Willard with a big cut under his eye appeared tg be in a bad way. 
He managed to swap a left to Dempsey's face and a puny right 
uppercut to the chin. Dempsey replied with several body drives 
»md Willard fell partly through the ropes. When he regained his 
feet he stumbled into a clinch, but Dempsey easily tore loose and 
proceeded to batter him almost at will, the champion retaliating 
with but three feeble stabs to the face during the melee. When 
Willard went to his corner he fell heavily into His chair and it was 
seen that his right eye was completely closed and that side of his 
face was swollen entirely out of shape while Dempsey was un- 
marked. 


THIRD ROUND—The final round was simply a series of 


rapid-fire swings, which fell on Wiliard's face and body with pile- 
driving power which left Willard completely helpless as he stag- 
gered about the ring and wobbled along the ropes utterly unable 
to defend himself. Blood bubbled from his mouth with every 
gasp of breath while the crowd about the ringside began to yell 
to Referee Pecord to atop it. Just as the bell rang and Willard 
collated in his chair he spat out a tooth and it was seen that he 
waa in bad condition. 


As he sat lolling from side to side his chief second, Walter 


Monahan. talked earnestly to him and when Willard nodded his 
head Monahan walked over and spoke to Pecord. The 
referee 


threw up his hands and hurried to Demsey's corner. 
He gesticu- 


lated in the uproar and finally pulled Dempsey toward the cen- 
ter of the ring before the new champion ralized that Wiliard's 
seconds had thrown up the sponge. As soon as he grasped th& 
dituation he started for Wiliard's corner and the late title holder 


and stepped weakly to meet him. They shook hands and

Fershing from France, in which lie 
predicts for the Legion a most useful 
future of tremendous value in foster- 
ing the ideals and purposes for which 
the American armies fought. 


General Penning says in his mess- 


age: 


"It gives me much pleasure to ex- 


tend to the American 
Legion my 


hearty good wishes for success on* the 
occasion of the first issue of the offic- 
ial paper of the society of veterans 
of the great war. The Legion is des- 
tined to be of tremendous value 
fostering the ideals and purposes for 
which we fought and in 
among our people the lessons learned 
in the war." 


''The American Legion Weekly as 


the mc'dinm of communication thru- 
out the country, .will-more closely 
unite the already strong bonds ot 
comradeship among the members, 
predict a most useful future for the 
Legion and the loyal support of all 
for the new Weekly." 


The Legion's magazine will have an 


initial circulation of 100,000 copies. 
Reports from state branches indicate, 
however, that .the organization of lo- 
'cal' Posts by national service 
throughout the entire country is pro- 
gressing so rapidly that half a million 
copies -will be required within a few 
weeks.
